The Altrusa Club of Terre Haute will 
note the 63rd anniversary of the 
organization’s founding at a dinner on 
April 24th. 

“April is a special month for Altrusa,” 
reports Letha Brown, past president of 
Altrusa International. “For this month, 
although we are oceans apart, we are 
together in spirit as we celebrate our 
anniversary.” 

This is an important year for the Terre 
Haute club. For the first time in its history 
one of the members, Joy Degler, is serv- 
ing as Governor of District Six, a district 
comprised of 60 clubs with 2,500 mem- 
bers in Illinois, Indiana and Kentucky.

While the United States talks in terms of retooling 
for high-tech industry, the sad truth is that 20 
percent of American adults are functionally il- 
literate. Translated into hard numbers, that figures 
to about 56 million citizens over the age of 18 who 
have difficulty: 

¢ reading and filling out a job application. 

e reading medication directions. 

e reading a newspaper. 

e reading a ballot. 

e keeping up in adult basic education classes. 

Based on these national statistics, it can be 
assumed that at least 10,000 Vigo County adults lack 
these skills. Not all are handicapped: not all are 
economically disadvantaged. Very few have never 
attended school. Most have had some schooling and 
some have earned a high school diploma. And 
increasingly, there are present or future citizens 
whose primary language is not English. 

Now help is available to area citizens. 

Members of Altrusa — a woman's service club — 
are sponsoring a local tutoring program enlisting 
help from the Vigo County Public Library and with 
some funding help from American Association of 
Retired Persons’ Senior Community Service Em- 
ployment Program and the Private Industry Council. 

The program provides one-to-one tutoring tn basic 
skills to adults 18 or older for whom a traditional 
schoolroom setting is inappropriate. The program 
supersedes neither the county school's Adult Basic 
Education program nor the Alternatives for Living 
‘and Learning program. Rather, it is a feeder 
program, preparing students to derive maximum 
benefit from these programs. 

Tutoring is also available for those whose native 
tongue is other than English and who have the 
necessary papers for remaining indefinitely in the 
United States. It does not attempt to serve foreign 
students or their spouses since ‘there are other 
programs available to assist them. 

The program began modestly in October 1980 when 
local Altrusans opened a volunteer tutoring program 
as an on-going project. The national organization had 
decided in 1977 to adopt literacy as a concern, and 
encouraged all local chapters to sponsor a suitable 
project in their communities. 

Eva Hopp. who now serves as chairwoman of the 
Altrusa committee for the ‘Opening Windows” 
program, was president of Altrusa that year. 

Some groups opted to purchase books for libraries 
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as their project, but Mrs. Hopp wanted to put the 
efforts of the local group behind an on-going project 
to serve the community. 

Accordingly, the program was initiated in October 
1980 with seven members of Altrusa serving as 
volunteer tutors. The volunteers served about 14 
students during the first two years of the program. 

That number has grown to 21 students currently 
enrolled. Funds provided by AARP and the Private 


Industry Council enable the program to maintain two ` 


part-time tutors. 

Betty Murphy and Nilda DalPonte each work 
about 20 hours a week to provide regular hours and» 
continuity, but volunteers still provide the bulk of the’ 
time. They come from the Volunteer Action Center, 
Indiana State University, St. Mary-of-the-Woods and 
from interested members of the community as well 
as Altrusa. 

‘The Vigo County Library provides “in kind” 
services — reading materials, meeting space and a 
desk and phone for Ms. Murphy who coordinates the 
program. 

“We decided to postpone any fund-raising efforts 
until our program could demonstrate success and a 
need,” Mrs. Hopp said. we PELE 

Now they have demonstrated success. ; 

Ms. Murphy tells of ‘‘a successful busi- 
nesswoman” who has been enrolled for about a, 
month. ‘‘She’s so proud of herself,” Ms. Murphy 
said. “After only two sessions, she learned to write 
her name and now says ‘I can understand sounds of 
letters. in the English language and I never could 
before.’”’ 

Ms. Murphy said the woman had regarded herself 
as ‘‘stupid.” “I told her she was not stupid, she was 
terribly intelligent to be able to compensate for thel 
lack of basic skills for so many years.’ ; 

“These people are often very bright,” Mrs. ta 
said. “They are able to use their memory and 


“compensate with that and with keen observation as 


a substitute for basic skills.” 

Mrs. Hopp told of an area minister who was able 
to write his name, address and phone number but had 
no other reading or writing skills. For years he had 
used records and tapes and memorized the Bible so 
he was able to pursue his vocation with no one in his 
congregation aware of his lack of basic skills. 

“The problem is not a- ‘lower class’ problem.” 
Mrs. Hopp said. “There are people of all classes who 
have fallen through the educational net.’’ She told of 
one student, a graduate of a local high schdo! who 
was reading at the first-grade level. ‘‘Academics 
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Women’s club helps illiterate residents-

After 
they spend time in a one-on-one 
tutoring situation they begin to 
grow, and it’s not so much of an 
embarrassment.

The Altrusa Club’s tutoring 
project has doubled its number of 
volunteers and students during the 
past year, and more volunteers are 
crucial to its expansion.

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Alzheimer’s 
for senior couples, group says

Alzheimer’s disease, which the 
government and insurers view as a 
social rather than a medical 
problem, threatens to bankrupt 
many senior couples because no 
insurance protection is available. 

The view could change, but little 
interest is shown locally in picking 
up the gauntlet. 

The future for the 4-month-old 
Wabash Valley Alzheimer’s. sup- 

ort group appears as bleak as the 
p ility for any immediate 
change in official thinking about 
the disorder. 

At the support group’s Tuesda 
meeting, Jean Curry, who wit 
Alice Hanson organized interested 
persons in May, announced the 
disease is forcing her from her 
home and into an apartment at 
Indianapolis. 

Curry said her mother has 
Alzheimer’s and requires around- 
the-clock care. Its impossible to 
maintain the home, she said. At 
Indianapolis, Curry will be assisted 
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threatens 


by brothers, sisters and her 
children. 

Curry offered to turn the support 
group’s leadership over to another, 
but no rush of applicants ensued. 
There was no response to Curry’s 
appeal, and apparently no interest 
in repeated offers to assist in 
forming a major lobbying group. 

Dr. W.W. Drummy and Rep. 
Robert Hellmann, D-Terre Haute, 
addressed the monthly gathering 
spelling out a cold hard fact that no 
relief is imminent. 

Despite a need to provide cons- 
tant care for afflicted persons, it is 
not a reason to be hospitalized, 
Drummy said. “There is no treat- 
ment, and care can be provided in 
the home. The government [under 
Medicare and Medicaid] and in- 
surance companies only will pay for 
things that are treatable.” 

The present system is “inhuman” 
and it “stinks,” because the govern- 
ment won't pay until a family 
exhausts all its resources and 
qualifies for Medicaid, Drummy 
said. 

Hellmann said a slim possibility 
exists that the Legislature could 
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define Alzheimer’s into the basic 
insurance coverage required of 
companies operating in the state. 

The 1985 Legislature dealt with 
an equally critical situation that 
previously was not reimburseable 
under standard insurance cov- 
erage. A bill to require benefits for 
children with cleft palates narrow- 
ly passed. 

The same could be possible for 
Alzheimer’s suffers, but it would be 
a long and difficult effort, 
Hellmann said. It would be 
possible, if the local group would 
align itself with similar state 
groups and work for change. 
Hellmann, a member of the House 
Insurance and Corporation Com- 
mittee, said he couldn’t do it alone. 
“It must be lots of people.”. 

Hellmann offered to assist the 
group in becoming part of a larger 
and more influential group. He 
repeated the offer no less than 
three times, but there was no 
movement to accept. 

Drummy had no more influence | 
than Hellmann when he urged the 
group to get the people together to 
work for change.

Alzheimer’s disease is a little- 
known disorder of the brain, which 
causes loss of memory or serious 
mental deterioration. 

It affects one in 20 people over 
the age of 65 and is believed to 
affect approximately 60,000 people 
nationally in the 40-to-50 age 
category. : 

And the outlook for the future is 
worse: Because more people are 
living longer, the number of suf- 
ferers from the disease is expected 
to triple in the next 50 years. 

Death often comes to the victim 
seven to 10 years after the onset of 
the disease, Laker said, adding, “If 
someone’s condition goes down 
quickly, it’s likely they don’t have 

zheimer’s disease.” 

There is no known cure for the 


hope for victims of Alzheimer’s. 


a, which usually begins as 
forgetfulness in the individual. “It 
is a progressively degeneratiye 
disease,” he explained. 

People with Alzheimer’s disease 
gradually develop language dis- 
orders, an inability to communicate 
with others and, finally, do not 
even recognize family members. 

Laker said the disease can be 
extremely damaging to the victim’s 
family. Although families are 
generally willing to seek help for 
physical injury, he said, some will 
not do the same thing for mental 
diseases such as Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease. 

“It’s sad,” he said, “but we must 
all support each other.” 

Families should celebrate 
whenever their loved one with the 
disease “does something right,” 
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Laker said. He also suggested that 
family members not take it 
personally when the afflicted 
member abuses them verbally. 

Laker recommended that a fami- 
ly of a person affected by the 
disease get legal counsel to deal 
with transfer of property, which 
may become necessary as the 
disease worsens. 

“Money for research is not good, 
but it’s getting better,” said Laker, 
who pointed out that only $50 
million was spent on Alzheimer’s 
research last year. 

“Family members should join 
their local Alzheimer’s support 
group,” he said. The local associa- 
tion, at 1718 Wabash Ave., is called 
the Alzheimer’s Disease and Re- 
lated Disorders Family Support 
Group.
